But neither 
is it decisive. 


There is a certain amount of dis- 


trust between the Soviet govern- 
ment and the United Nations. Rus- 
sians have in times past said un- 
pleasant things about our wealth 
and our institutions; we in turn dis- 
trust their socialistic, revolution- 
ary background. 


But none of t 


when you come to consider 
the 


peace-table. 


All that matters there is .whether 


Russia will be content to keep her 
hands, and her agents' hands, off 
Europe and the multitude of self- 
governing stales for whose liberty 
we are today fighting. 


This is a bridge we snan't cross 


until we come to it. 


Regardless what the Soviet gov- 


ernment may lead us to believe I 
think there is at least a 50-50 chance 
that by the time Germany is beaten 
the Russia people will be as tired 
of war as we are. 
But neverthe- 


less our calculations should include 
the possibility that Russian policy 
will be ruled by the Soviet govern- 
ment rather than the wishes of the 
Russian people. 
In that event we 


should be in for a war the end of 
which no man can foresee. 


But this is a possibility, not nec- 


essarily a probability.

British Eighth Army in front of the 
Axis fortified Mareth line repre- 
sents an effort on the part of the 
Nazi "fox of the desert" to upset 
his arch enemy's preparations for 
another offensive, and it's quite in 
the cards that the Naxi leader may 
strike again. 


It's significant that Montgomery's 


skill and strength still stay with 
him. That's more than luck. Rom- 
mel is one of the smartest gener- 
als of the day, but for the past six 
months he's been giving best to 
the Cromwellian-faced Briton who 
expressed the view to me not long 
ago in the Libyan desert that his 
adversary was a great soldier. 
, This fresh Axis reversal empha- 
sizes the growing difficulties of the 
German defensive problem in the 
last narrow strip of northern Afri- 
ca remaining to Hitler.- The forces 
under Rommel in the south and 
General-Von Arnim 
in the 
far 


north are in danger of being divid- 
ed, or of getting caught in the huge 
Allied lemonsqueezer, which no es- 
cape except into the 
Mediterran- 
ean. 


Montgomery, having routed Rom- 


rnel at El Alamein in Egypt and 
driven the German pellmell along 
the winding coastal road clear to 
Tunisia, is threatening agressively 
from the-south. British, American 
and French forces are pushing in

That Axis front will be smashed 


in due course. The Allies have suf- 
fered reverses, but nothing of a 
major nature. We might have hoped 
for better luck, and at the same 
time been warranted in expecting 
some worse. 


When I left 
northern Africa the 


other day, military men didn't ex- 
pect the Tunisian show to be long- 
drawn out .However, they had no 
doubt that the Axis 
would 
give 


plenty of trouble, and that 
there 


would be tough fighting. 


It mustn't be overlooked that the 


Axis is holding prepared positions 
with perhaps a quarter of a million 
troops. Those positions have been 
thoroughly organized for defense. 
The Mareth line, back of which 
Rommel is sitting, is particularly 
powerful. 


Thon too, while the United Na- 


tions forces are handicapped by ex- 
tended 
lines of communication, 


northern Tunisia is the land near- 
est Sicily. Men and supplies have 
been moving across this 
narrow- 


stretch of sea to Von Arnim and 
Rommel. By the same token, the 
airdromes of Sicily are so 
close 


that German warplanes can oper- 
ate readily from them against the 
Allies. 


All that sounds pretty formidable, 


and it is. It's doubly so because 
the Allied are the atacking^ party 
and .lave this initial disadvnatage. 
We must make allowance for this 
and lot expect rnagic. 


However, the Alleis are credited 


with having perhaps twice as many 
troops as the Axis. Moreover, while 
our supplies have to be brought in 
ovr long distances we are getting 
far more than the enemy. Although 
he is close to Sicily, the British 
navy and Allied warplnes are rais- 
ing havoc with Axis transports. In 
other words we are piling up su- 
perior resources and striking power 
against Herr Hitler's minions. 


Marshal Rommel and 
General 


Von Arnim are, of course, per- 
forming one of those rather thank- 
less holding operations 
for 
their 


master. Their business is to hang 
on as long as they can in order 
to give him time to pull himself 
together on the continent. 
They 


don't expect, to hold. Tunsiia, but 
know that sooner or later they will 
be driven into the Mediterranean. 


We haven't heard a lot about Von 


Arnim, but Rommel seems to have 
been doing a workmanlike job on 
the whole. There are few generals 
who could have saved an army 
from annihilation 
on a l,500mile 


retreat with a victorious force at 
its heels. 


By the way, Rommel is the only 


Nazi general I have heard spoken 
of in this war in terms of respect 
and even admiration by Allied of- 
ficers. He has the reputation on the 
fighting front in North Afrcia of 
being a good sprot.

Drafting of

Washington. M arch !) (.V)— Con-

While the Senate military com-

ledged their

They referred to a report from 


an authoritative quarter disclosing 
that a special committee appoint-
